Legislature Will Celebrate | 
Golden Wedding Monday 


The celebration of a golden wed- 
ding out in the city of Victoria, B.C.,, 
next Monday, May 16th, will have a 
epecial interest for scores of residents 
in many parts of Abberta, thie event 
marking the fiftieth milestone in the 
married life of Mr. and Mrs. John R. 
Cowell, of Edmonton, Mr. Cowell be- 
ing the veteran clerk of the provincial 
leeielative assembly. 

Half a cemury ago Mr. and Mrs. 
Cowell were married in the ancient 
parish kirk of Mauchold, Isle of Man, 
said to be the oldest christian church 
in the British Isles, and one which 
is still in regular eervice, aithough 
reputed to have been Counded by one 
of the priests appointed by S Pat- 
risk. The fifty years succeeding that 
16th day of May, i871, 
kindly with Mr. and Mrs. Cowell, both 
returning to Edmonton for the | 
session of che legislature, where Mr. 
Cowell, in spite of his 72 years, stayed 
steadfastly at hie post through nine 
arduous weeks from early morr : 
until midnight on many an occasion, 
without the loss of one day's time 

In Public Service 40 Years. 

For over forty years Mr. Cowell 

hae devoted himself steadily to the 


public service, beginning his work as 
a commissioner in Ramsey, Isle of 
Man, later being elecied to the chair- 
manship of the city commissio 


which he held for three years. Ther 
after Mr. Cowell was elected 
member of the house of Keyes 
three terms of seven years each 
long experience n rliiamentary 
affairs giving him and it 
timate knowledge of procedure which 


has at all times been of invaluable 

service in aiding in the direction of 

affairs in the Alberta legislature 
During his tenure of office in the 


house of Keyes, Mr. Cowell occupied 
weats in several government depart 
ments, being for eight vears chair- 
man of the publicity department, and 
for three years a member of the local 
governmert board. Also he was 4 
member on the council of education, 
the fisheries conservation board, the 
highways board, the asylum board, 
and the poor board, serving as wel! on 
the Royal Commission on agriculture 
appointed to investigate Danish, but- 
termaking as applied to Britain. For 
nine years he was a justice of the 
peace under appointment of the lord 
chancellor. 
First Official of Province. 

Mr. Cowell can rightfully claim to 
have been the first official appointed 
inder the first government of the 
province of Alberta in 1905 He was 
asked by Hon. A. CC. Rutherford, sub 
sequently the first premier, to accept 
the clerkship of the legislative assem- 
bly, this offer being made following 
the Liberal convention in Calgary in 
1905, which selected Mr. Rutherford 
as leader, and which Mr. Cowell at-) 
tended as a delegate. The position 
was accepted by Mr. Cowell and ac- 
cordingly he had the honor of officia!- 
ly launching the first legislature of 
the province held in e old Thistle 
rink in Edmonton on March Sh, 
1906. when he took the chair and put 
the first motion that the late Hon. C. 
W. Fisher be made speaker of the as- 
sembly. Ia the fifteen years since 
then Mr. Cowell has each session 
been constantly at his desk and his 
hale and alert handling of his duties 
during the recent session would 
ecarcely indicate that on March 6th 
he siepped forth into hie 72nd year, 
his wife being his junior by a narrow,

London, May 13-—-The National 
Union of Railwaymen today etepped 
actively into the fight in support of 
the striking I ish miners, taking 
ineasures gned to prevent the 
transportation by rail of coal import- 
ed to replenish the nation’s fuel sup 
plies, badly depleted because of the 
strike at the coal pits, now in its 
second month. 

The railwaymen’'s action took the 
form of a decision by the executive 
committee of the union that its mem- 
bers would not handle imported coal, 
no matter for what purpose it was in- 
tended. 

The committee further instructed 
the members of the union not to 
handle coal of any description loaded 
or previously handled by “blackleg 
labor. 


Setdlement in the Air 

For several days past an unmistak 
able if intangible feeling that there 
will be an early settlement of the 
miners’ strike has been everywhere 
apparent. This feeling has probably 
been prompted by the vague é6tate- 
ment of Herbert Smith, president of 
the Miners’ union, protesting that the 
government and owners had not at- 
tempted to argue the miners’ pro- 

4 posals for a settlement, and promis- 

3 ing that If the government or own- 

f= ers produced a better scheme the 
% miners would give it serious conmsid- 
> eration. 

Premier Lioyd-Georre had nothing 
new to tell questioners in the house 
of commons last evening. He merely 
stated that the government had made 
certain suggestions which the miners 

. had rejected, and added that the 
home secretary, Edward Shortt, was 
in no way responsible for the present 
position of the controversy. The 


)prime minister further declared that 
the government was considering the 
pessibility of introducing legislation, 
which would prohibk the receipt of 
foreign money i nded to be devot- 
ed to revvotutiona: propaganda and 
movements in the British Isles. 
Recent Development 

One of yesterday's developments 
was the decision of the executive of 
the association of locomotive engin- 
eers and firemen, of which J. Brom- 
ley is president, to support members 
refusing to handle imported coal. Al- 
thaugh this action was taken mwith- 
out waiting for today’s conference of 
the transport workers and nationai 
union of railwaymen, the resolution 
embodying the instructions to the 
engineers and firemen is rather feeble, 
as only qualified support is promised 
to members who may be victimized as 
a result of their refusal to handle im- 
ported coal. 

In Glasgow and the west of Sevt- 
land the railway extremists have de- 
clared for a sectional strike to begin 
at midnight tonight, but it ie very 
far from certain that other rallway 
and transport workers will make any 
general response to this strike call 

The trouble at Glasgow arose from 
the dismissal of rallwaymen who re- 
fused to handle sea borne coal, but it 
is reported that the movement of 
coal is now being carried on by the 
employment of non-union labor. The 
total number of Scottish railway em- 
ployees euspended was only thirty. 
Coal mine owners in certain districts 
are making an effort to re-open the 
pits with scratch labor.

“Hubam’” is the name givep the an- 


| nual white sweet clover discovered by 


| Prof. Hughes, of the Ames Agricul- 
| tural College, Towa, in 1916, its origin 
baving been traced to the state of Ala- 
|}bama, the name being derived by 4 
the discoverer and place of origin. 

I grew this clover last year, seed- 
‘ing the middle of April. The spring 


| was unusually backward and little 
|}growth was made until June, when 
hot weather created an astonishing 


growth. The extremely backward 
spring, however, permitted only about 
half of the seed to ripen. Had the 
season been of the average I think 
practically all of the seed would have 
matured, every plant being heavily set 
the average height being about six 
feet. 

On examining the plot yesterday 
on which this seed was grown I was 


volunteer plants from seed shattered 
last fall, and I regard this as a 
valuable discovery. Canadian wheat 


fields need a quick-growing legume | 


that can .be easily seeded, to provide 
humus and nitrogen in 
or increasing soil fertility. The seed 
must be cheap. I believe Hubam to 
be the desired plant. Compared with 
the common biennial variety, it is 
said to have made a growth of fou 
feet six inches to 4 growth of fourteen 
inches for the former. 
growth is a great asset for the short 
summer of Canada, furnishing a 
quick supply of hay in July, or, in 
case it is to be plowed under, the 
earliest possible date for such work 
to be performed. \ Take the matter of 
summerfallow and soil improvement: 
one can seed it with an endgete oeeder, 
broadcast, sixty acres or more per 
day, seeding in the stubble late in the 
fall just before freezing. ‘The next 
July he can turn under a heavy 
growth of clover three feet high, rich 
in nitrogen and humus, greatly in- 
creasing the ability of the soli to re- 
tain moisture productivity to a wond- 
erful extent. Some authorities in 
Iowa claim it will shorten crop rota- 
tion in that state from four years to 
three, ena’bling‘the farmer to grow 
more corn per acre and more often. 
I consider Hutbam the greatest asset 
tmaginable to Canadian conditions for 
the reason mentioned above, coupled 
with the cheapness at which seed 
will be ultimately sold. Being a heavy 
seeder, producing seed annually in- 


stead of every two years as does the 
biennial, the seed should in time be 
within the reach of every farmer and 
seeded on every acre to be summer- 


fallowed. The market price quoted 
by Iowa seed firms is now only $10.00 
per pound, How many bushels will 
you take? However, it will not be 
long before the supply will equal the 
demand on a field scale, and our two 
great problems—winter forage and 
maintenance of soil fertility—can be 
met. It is also regarded as a wond-
